Large-scale production of elec- 
tric wer from atomic energy 
appears feasible and “is not far 
away,” Edwin J. Putzell Jr., sec- 
retary of Monsanto Chemical Co., 
declared today. 

Scientists employed by Mon- 
santo and by Union Electric Co. 
have concluded that “now is the 
time” to start designing and con- 
structing a pilot plant to produce 
both electric power and plutoni- 
um, Putzell reported in an ad- 
dress at Ann Arbor, Mich. He 
spoke before the fifth annual 
summer institute of the Univer- 
stty of Michigan law school. 
“Monsanto and Union Electric 
now have been able to give the 
Atomic Energy Commission an 
only-slightly qualified ‘yes’ in 
answer to the question: ‘Is such 
a project (a combined plutonium 
and electric power producing re- 
actor) technically and economi- 
cally feasible?’ 

Investigatory Phase Completed. 
“Only recently we reported to 
the commission that the investi- 
gatory phase is virtually com- 
pleted; that, in our opinion, now

perfectly into what we understand 
to be the pressing Government 
need for plutonium for national 
defense, as well as the Govern- 
ment’s desire to encourage power 
development.” 

Working in offices at 7 North 
Brentwood boulevard, Clayton, 
above Jaccard’s store, the re- 
search team decided that present- 
day reactors (power piles contain- 
ing the structural equipment for 
splitting the atom) were like the 
Model T Ford.

As 
a result, they have come up with 
the equivalent, in the analogy, 
to a Model A Ford. 

“So, without turning our backs 
on the Cadillac-type reactor of

Oak Ridge National Laboratory 
announced Feb. 14 that it is 
building a new type of' atomic 
energy machine, intended to pro- 
duce electric power. This reactor 
was expected to be completed 
soon. 

Besides the full-time employes 
of Monsanto and Union Electric 
who have been studying the proj- 
ect here, consultants were called 
in from time to time and some 
of the research has been done by 
universities. 

Everything available on re- 
search at Schenectady, N. Y., 
Hanford Wash., Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
at the Argonne Laboratory in 
Chicago and other laboratories 
was “funneled to our team,” a 
Monsanto spokesman related. The 
scientists here studied the ma- 
terial, made plans and calcula- 
tions, built models of plants but 
did no actual experimentation, 
the spokesman said. 

Discussing the “great potential 
that lies in production of nuclear- 
created electric power as a tool 
of international diplomacy,” Put- 
zell declared: “This project which 
will be so useful in our own 
country can be even more help- 
ful in developing the resources

More than 75 of the prison’s 
1000’: convicts, many of them 
hardened convicts, were holding 
out in the garment’ factory and 
recreation hall of the stone fort- 
ress-like penintentiary. 

The trouble started last night 
about 10 o’clock, the warden said, 
when the prison radio was shut 
off and the prisoners became re- 
sentful. Peace was restored about 
four hours later. 

Then, today about 11 a.m. a 
group of prisoners refused to 
leave the recreation shop to re- 
port for drill and grabbed the two 
guards.’ 

“This trouble has been brewing 
for four months,” the warden 
said.

TAX RATE VOUED; 
1O-CENT DECREASE

Figure Approved, 4 to 3, 
by Council—Levy Com- 
bined With That of 
State to Be $1.06. 


A St. Louis county tax rate of 
99 cents for general revenue pur- 
poses became final yesterday 


when it was approved by the 
County Council on a 4-to-3 vote. 
It is 10 cents less than last year’s 
rate, ' 

A 95-cent rate had been ten- 
tatively set last January when 
the council was preparing its 1952 
budget. The final figure of 99 
cents was reached after 1 cent 
was dropped from the bond sink- 
ing and interest fund, and a 5- 
cent cut in the road and bridge 
fund had been restored. 


Councilman James Singer (Rep.) 
joined the two Democrats, Thomas 
Dunne and James McNary in op- 
posing final passage of the bill. 
Voting for the measure were the 
other Republicans, Harold D. 
Carey, Arthur W. Schmid, Charles 
Skow and Frank L. Martini. 

Because of a 1-cent increase in 
the tax rate for state purposes, 
county taxpayers will pay a com- 
bined rate of $1.06 on each $100 
of assessed property valuation 
this year, compared with $1.15 
last year. Added to this general 
rate will be various taxes levied 
by municipalities and water, fire, 
sewer, library and school districts. 

A $10,000 compromise of a 
$19,500 claim by Attorneys War- 
ren C. Flynn and Fred A. Gos- 
som under .. contract with the 
old County Court for their serv- 
ices in acquiring the aprroaches 
to the Jefferson Barrecks bridge 
was approved by the Council. 

Gossom and Flynn had been 
paid one half of a $39,000 fee in 
1940, but Prosecuting Attorney 
Stanley Wallach filed suit the fol- 
lowing year to cancel the contract 
on the ground their services had 
been rendered to a great extent 
as the result of other contracts 
with bond purchasers and consult- 
ing engineers.

Halleck, 
refusing to elaborate on his pre- 
diction, said it came from the 
highest sources. 

Price Controller Ellis Arnall in- 
dicated last night the strike might 
be settled if a House proposal to 
end wage and price ceilings be- 
comes law. Arnall added, how- 
ever, on an NEC television pro- 
gram, that he ks Congress 
finally will keep ceilings in force. 

His reasoning was that the steel 
companies probably would give 
the union the 26-cent-an-hour 
package increase recommended 


by the Wage Stabilization Board 
if the companies, in turn, were 
free to boost prices enough to 
absorb the wage increase.

year a $50,000,000 subway, the 
first underground transit system 


in Canada and one that is being 
built without Toronto taxpayers 
contributing a cent in taxes. 

It is the latest accomplishment 
of the Toronto Transportation 
Commission, a publicly owned 
utility that is writing a bright 
new page in municipal transit 
operation in North America. 

Credit for the underground and 
the entire system is given to far- 
sighted Toronto citizens of 1921 
who decided that nine. separate 
railway companies operating in 
the city with separate fare sched- 
ules were too many. That was the 
year T.T.C. was formed and the 
nine private operators were 
bought out with ‘commission deb- 
entures for $42,123,126. 

More than 87 per cent of that 
original debt has been paid, and 
the T.T.C. has the money in the 
bank to pay the remaining de- 
benture holders who are holding 
out until the bonds expire in 
July, 1953. 

Assets After 31 Years. 

In 31 years, the T.T.C. has 
progressed until it now owns such 
capital assets as streetcars, busses, 
rail lines and buildings worth 
$103,696,147, Up to the time the 
subway was started, it had $46,- 
500,000 with which to buy new 
equipment and an added §$15,- 
000,000 in the “kitty” to. provide 
for expansion and modernization. 
It is this $15,000,000 which made 
it possible for the commission to 
begin work on the subway. It 
formed the down payment, and 
the balance was met in the form 
of debentures. 

All the money was accumulated 
on a fare of four tickets for 25 
cents, a rate that finally went up 
to three for a quarter last fall be- 
cause of increased operating costs. 
A further fare rise next year is 
foreshaduwed by two successive 
deficits‘ of more than $1,000,000 
each beginning in 1950, the first 
xperienced by the commission, 
and by a recent arbitration award 
giving the 4766 employes a wage 
increase that brings their basic 
rate to $1.55 an hour. The operat- 
ing deficits were linked directly 
ito the rise in private automobile 
registrations in the area which 
are up 95 per cent since 1945. 

Perhaps the greatest single 
characteristic of the T.C.C. set-up 
is its complete freedom from po- 
litical interference. The three 
commissioners are appointed by 
the city council but no member 


of the council is eligible for ap- 
pointment. 
Subsidiary Coach Line. 
Many believe it is this freedom 
from local politics that has 
enabled the commission to build 
up a system which not only gave 
the citizens a paying railway serv- 
ice, but also has allowed it to 
grow until it formed a subsidiary 
bus line—Gray Coach Lines— 
which operates alo hundreds 
of miles of Ontario ways. 
ore than 300,000,000 fares are 
paid to the system each year in 
the city. The T.T.C. also operates 
transportation systems in 10 out- 
lying suburbs with a combined 
population of about 387,500. 
These municipalities are served 
by T.T.C, busses, not Gray Coach, 
and they are run at cost. Any 
profits made is turned over to the 
particular municipality and, of 
course; any loss incurred is borne 


these territories, but enters into 
an agreement with a municipality 
after being invited to do so, usu- 
aly after the community's own 
bus lines or those privately op- 
erated have proved inadequate. 
In the few cases where the 
service is operated at a loss, mu- 
nicipalities make up the deficit 
out of general tax revenues. Some 
municipal experts have argued 
the loss should be shouldered by 
the bus and trolley riders, but

000 a year; license fees of $65,000 
and a. highway tax of $107,000. 
Roughly $1,500,000 in spent for 
electric current every year. The 
annual payroll is in the neighbor- 
hood of $18,000,000. 

The commission runs what 
Richard A. Sullivan, former gen- 
eral manager of the Detroit 
Street Railways, termed “the 
most efficient transit system on 
the North American continent.”

such appointments. This would have 
meant either or both of the following 
results: The appointments would have 

- been made by the national committees 
and would have been far more “po- 
litical” than new. Or they would have 
been made through the internal politics 
of the Post Office system. Either 
result would have been worse than the 
present process. 


Up until the appointment of Post- 
master General Donaldson by President 
Truman in 1948, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral for at least 50 years has almost 
always been simultaneously chairman 
of his respective national committee. 
This has been true of both parties, and 
it may well be true of the future. 


These men tend to be far more 
“nolitical” than the Senators and Con- 
gressmen themselves. They would, 

' moreover, represent the President, and 
what we would have would be a na- 
tional and centralized political machine 
instead of decentralized political 


groups. 

Suppose on the other hand that men 
would be “promoted from within” te 
postmaster by the Postmaster General 
and his staff without senatorial con- 
firmation. Do not think for one minute 
that this would eliminate politics. It 
would. merely substitute “service poli- 
tics” for “political politics.” The for- 


‘mer is, in fact, generally as rough and 


indeed even rougher than the latter.

2. It has been the general experi- 
ence that postmasters promoted from 
within' tend to be less courteous and 
considerate towards the general public 

*than postmasters appointed from out- 
side, from the ranks of the citizens, 
as' is now the case. 

The long term official tends to be- 
eome brittle and inconsiderate in his 
dealings with the public and to feel 
that the primary purpose of the de- 

artment is to serve him and his fel- 
ows and not those who use the mails. 

We try to get good men, and they in 
turn generally want to reflect credit on 
us. The result is, I believe, better and 
more courteous service. 

3. The experience has also been that 
men appointed from within tend to be 
more brutal in their dealings with’ em- 
ployes than postmasters brought in 
from the outside. It was Edgar Lee 
Masters who wrote, “beware of the man 
who rises to powef on one suspender.” 

The organizations of postal em- 

loyes might, at first thought, have 

en considered likely to favor the 
President’s plan, but they opposed it 
because of sad experience on this very 
point.

Someone may ask “ifs all these 
reasons are good, why then did you 
vote for the other reorganization plans?” 
The answer is very simple. Scandals 
had developed in the Internal Revenue 
Department but this has not been the 
case with the Post Office. The customs 
officials and the marshals do not have 
appreciable deslings with the public as 
does the Post Office. 

In short, I am for g¢ivil service but 
not for having civil service dominate 
public employment 100 per cent. That 
would give us the bureaucracy of - 
Germany and France which I do not 
regard as ideal. 

It would be better to have govern- 
ment service, in the large, divided be- 
tween civil service and non-civil service 
in the ratio of say 80 to 20 or 70 to 30. 

The best managed agency in the gov- 
ernment, the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, is completely exempt from civil 


_ gervice. In general, it is better for the 


civil service, like the “experts,” to be 
on tap but not on top. |

Time for Action on Steel 


The House ‘has now jéined the Senate in re- 
questing President Truman to seek an end to 
the steel strike by seeking an injunction under 
the Taft-Hartley Act. The last excuse for delay 
by the President has now vanished. Even though 
he himself may disagree with the congressional 
judgment, his duty is to end the strike. Unless 
a settlement is reached, the only machinery. left 
for ending the strike is that provided by the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

When he asked Congress for seizure powers 
following the Supreme Court decision and the 
failure of industry-union negotiations for a set- 
tlement, Mr. Truman said that if Congress de- 
clined to grant those powers it could direct him 
to usé the Taft-Hartley Act. Congress has de- 
clined to grant seizure powers and has requested, 
if not directed, the other procedure. 

True, the request is not precisely in the form 
sugg by the President, He asked that he be 
‘authorized to seek an injunction without going 
through the fact-finding process of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. But this is a detail. Fact-finding 
boards of this type have reported within five 
days, and one reported within 24 hours. The 
steel process could be similarly expedited.

Mr. Truman’s own warnings of the serious 
consequences of a steel: strike provide the most 
telling argument for acting without further delay 
to end it. 

On April 9, President Truman said: “If steel 
production stops, we will have to stop making 
the shells and bombs that are going directly to 
our soldiers at the front in Korea.” 

Steel production has now been stopped for 
nearly four weeks. What about the shells and 
bombs for Korea? ‘ 

“If steel production stops,” Mr. Truman said 
on April 9, “we will have to cut down and delay 
our atomic energy program. If steel production 


‘ stops, it won’t be long before we have to stop 
“making engines for our Air Force planes.”

Steel production has stopped, and ‘even the 


effort to move finished steel out of warehouses 
for defense production has come to nothing. 


“What about the atomic energy program. and the 


jet engine production program? 

Om May 3, President Truman urged negotia- 
tions for a settlement of the steel dispute in 
these words: “I can only say, on the considered 
advice of the officials in charge of our defense 
program, that the safety of our troops fighting 
in Korea, and the safety of our nation in the 
present world crisis, depend on the-uninterrupted 
production of steel.” 

The production of steel has been interrupted 
now for almost four weeks. What of the safety 
of our troops fighting in Korea? What of the 
safety of our nation in the present world crisis? 


Mr. Truman's position is clear. Either he was 
migvepresenting the effects of a steel strike 
when he seized the industry, or he must now 
seek to end the strike by other means. If there 
was an emergency that justified seizure, there 
is now an emergency that justifies and demands 
such action as is available to the President. 
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Clamping Down on School Favors 

The proposed additions to the St. Louis School 
Board’s rules are intended to guide board offi- 
cials in their dealings with employes, suppliers 
and contractors. They are such obvious standards 
for proper official conduct that many citizens 
may be surprised at the necessity for spelling 
them out. But in this instance they should serve 
two useful purposes, one immediate, the. other 
more distant. 

They are most immediately useful as a re- 
minder of the Rhoges case. V. Harry Rhodes, 
the board’s $11,000-a-year Building Commission- 
er, ignored the basic principles on which the 
rules are based in employing a school contractor 
and using school employes, some working with- 
out pay, in construction of his $42,000 St. Louis 
county home. His term expires next month and 
the people will be watching what the board does 
about him. 

For the future, the rule additions ought to 
close any loopholes that would open the way to. 
a repetition of such conduct. In essence they 
demand that public school officials and board 
members accept no favors from their sub- 
ordinates, from those who supply the system 
and from those who do its public work. This-is 
such sound public policy it is almost unbeliev- 
able that any official would be ignorant of it. 
But for those who may be, the rules should 
spell it out in black and white.

Mr. Trumat concedes .that the bill sponsored 
by Nevada’s Senator McCarran contains good 
‘points. But the total effect, he says, is “infa- 
mous.” This is even stronger language than most. 
congressional opponents used. 

The trouble with the McCarran bill was that 
some of its 302 pages took away what other 
pages granted toward: a fair immigration policy. 
Racial discrimination was ended in theory, but 
a racial measure of ancestry of aliens was re- 
tained in fact. The harsh McCarran Act ban on 
entry of any former totalitarians was softened, 
yet immigration officials were given wide dis- 
cretion in excluding or deporting aliens. 


In effect, this was an exclusjon bill. It added 
only slightly to the ludicrously low number of 
immigrants allowed to come to our shores. But 
by providing new and arbitrary reasons for ex- 
cluding them, the bill might well have reduced 
the total. 

President Truman correctly says such a law 
would perpetuate and even add to injustices of 
the old immigration laws, and “hamper the ef- 
forts we are making to rally the men of East 
and West alike to the cause of freedom.” 


‘ Will Congress let the veto stand? The clearest 
Senate test on the matter, which came on a side 
issue, was 51-to 27. That is 13 votes short of the’ 
two thirds majority required to override a veto. 
The prospects are good that the President has 
had the last word on the McCarran bill. 

The shame of the bill is that Congress threw 
away a fine opportunity to put some sense and 
fair play into our outmoded immigration pro- 
cedures. But the opportunity is still there. Mr. 
Truman’s veto has renewed it. 
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Hot Tip on Lattimore 

When the State Department announced that 
it had ordered the country’s customs exits closed 
to Owen Lattimore, because of a report he 
might try to visit Russia or its. satellites, Press 
Officer Michael McDermott said:

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Motionless Investigation 

What has ever become of all the announced 
determination in Washington to investigate the 
China lobby? ¥ 

It was a year ago this month that Senators 
Morse of Oregon and McMahon of. Connecticut 
called for a congressional investigation of the 
lobby. At the same time President Truman or- 
dered all executive departments to gather to- 
gether all material which might shed light on 
the lobby’s efforts to influence United States 
policy. The following month Senators Morse 
and McMahon submitted a resolution to the 
Senate calling for the investigation. 

Secretary of State Acheson said he was ask- 
ing his department to make whatever contribu- 
tion it could to illuminate the China lobby. 
The Department of Justice announced that it 
had the lobby “under active study.” The Morse- 
McMahon resolution was referred to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. — 

Later Representative Karsten of St. Louis 
called for an investigation in the House to de-' 
termine whether United States aid to China had 
been “misused” to finance the China lobby. 

In the ensuing months Senator Morse has 
prodded the Senate to do something about his 
resolution. Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa has 
accused the Democrats of being “strangely si- 
lent” about it. Representative Busbey of Illinois 
has declared that the Administration does not 
dare bring the resolution out of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. in which it repines. 

An investigation of the China lobby is still 
needed. What has Congress, or the President, to 
show for thé 12 months since there were so 
many and. such determined pronouncements 
that the investigation would be made?

Now What’s a Union Shop?

Efforts to settle the union shop dispute, 
and thus end the steel walkout, fell flat.

Thus an important issue took a new 
turn. It brushed aside the wage issue as 
the bar to a steel settlement. All this 
has stirred lively interest in a big ques- 
tion: Just what is a union shop? 


To understand it better, take a quick 
look at the most common employment 
plans, and what they provide. 

Open Shop—Anybody can be hired and 
hold a job in the open shop, whether he 
belongs to a union or not. 

That’s the theory, at least. Through

NEW YORK, June 26 (AP)—A 
Newsweek magazine poll of 50 
newspaper political writers shows 
that they expect Senator Robert 
A. Taft to run for President 
against Gov. Adlai Stevenson. 

However, Taft holds only the 
narrowest edge over Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower as their choice to 
win the Republican nomination. 


Twenty-five picked Taft, 24 Eisen- 
hower. 

In a poll May 26, Eisenhower 
was a 35-to-1l favorite to beat 
Taft. 

Four years ago, a Newsweek 
poll showed the late Senator Ar- 
thur Vandenberg of Michigan as 
the political writers’ favorite for 
the Republican nomination. . 
Thomas E. Dewey, who won it, 
was second. President Truman, 
of course, was the choice for the 
Democratic nod. 

Three of the writers in this 
year’s poll still think Truman will 
be the Democratic standard bearer

Last May 26, the Newsweek poll 
gave Gov.

of Washington University said 
last night in. Cleveland. 


Addressing the opening session 
of the annual meeting of the 
American Red Cross, Compton 
observed that the last generation 
has seen the world’s major pow- 
ers reduced from six to two—the 
United States and Russia. 


“Some such group as_ the 
United Nations may achieve con- 
trolling strength,” he said, “or 
what is perhaps more likely, eith- 
er the Communist or ‘the demo- 
cratic nations may become domi- 
nant.” 

Compton gave the democracies 
the advantage in the race for 
future supremacy, expressing con- 
fidence that Communist aggres- 
sors can be held at bay long 
enough for freedom to prove its 
case before the world. 

“It is thus clear,” he said, “that 
the great task now before us is 
an educational one. We must 
educate ourselves to .see the 
values inherent in our heritage of 
freedom, to inspire devotion to 
our great American goal, and to 
learn how we can work most ef- 
fectively toward that goal.”

ART CRITICS ‘MOST 


IGNORANT OF MEN,’ 
PAINTER DECLARES 


LONDON, June (INS)—Ameri- 
can painter Frederic Taubes 
swung a colorful brush at art 
critics and painted them “as just 
about the most ignorant men 
there are.” ' 
The 51-year-old author of “You 
Don’t Know What You Like” and 
other art books told’ the Royal 
Society of Arts in London that 
art critics are actually “stupid, 
blind and ignorant.” 

“They are ignorant, they were 
always ignorant. They know how 
to write, true, some of them write 
wonderfully. But even the best of 
critics are picture blind. 

“They don’t really see pictures 
at all, they only hear themselves 
talking.” 

Taubes said the critic “is al- 
ways stupid and always has been 
stupid. .The critic always drama- 
tizes himself, Today I know the 
critics are just about the most 
ignorant men there are.” 

He also illustrated his point: 
“Once a young man sent a ‘pic- 
ture’ to a Taronto exhibition,” he 
said. “The ‘picture’ received the 
highest critical acclaim. The 
young man‘ then revealed the 
hoax. The ‘picture’ was actually 
a piece of cardboard on which, 
in a commercial studio, the paint- 
ers used to deposit surplus paint 
from their brushes.”

news stories reporting that 
more cattle; were being ‘mar- EVERYDAY 
keted because pastures were burt- 
ing up due to the prolonged 
drouth, you probably wondered 
just how soon these additional 
meat supplies would reach your - 
retail store. Perhaps you even; #2 
dreamed of thick steaks at budget; 
prices. 
Just to set the recubd straight, 
this additional meat will shew up 
in retail markets mostly in the 
economy grades of beef. -The cat- 
tle now coming to market are the 


animals which usually are sent in 
during July or August, when the 
pasture lands have dried up. 
These young cattle are not fin- 
ished—theyshaven’t been fattened 
—and consequently the meat will 
be the less tender cuts which 
should be cooked like Grandma 
used to cook ’em. Grandma knew 
how to handle meat of this sort— 
often it was the only kind she 
could get. . 

Such cuts require long, slow 
cooking in moisture—either brais- 
ing or cooking in liquid—and 
should be well seasoned. Season- 

penetrates the meat more in 
moist heat cookery than in roast- 
ing and salt, pepper, herbs and 
spices are important in turning 
the lower grades of meat into 
delectable dishes. 


The price of pigs still is work- 
ing downward, so you can find 
some good pork buys. Smoked 
jowls and bacon squares can be 
combined with summer _ vege- 
tzbles; boneless smoked shoulders, 
bocon and hams are fine valués. 


You may be less than enthusi- 
astic over cooking a pork roast in 
tis warm weather, but you can 
tse one to good advantage if you 
heve your meat man cut a pork 
loin roast into steaks for barbe- 
cuing. These will include some 
top sirloin and tenderloin and 
consequently will be lean, tender 
and have a very good flavor. If 
i have the time and patience 

or long, slow barbecuing have 
them cut a little*thicker than the 
ordinary pork chop so that they 
will be good and juicy. They can 
be..cut thinner, But won't be as 
succulent. Baste with sauce at 
about 10-minute intervals so. that 
the meat won't dry out. These

give you more meat r your 
money than you would get ina 
sparerib. 

There is one important thing to 
remember, however. They will of 
course take longer to barbecue 
than spareribs, and it is vital-that 
pork be cooked thoroughly. 
allow ample cooking time, and be 
sure to cook until the meat has 
no pink tinge.

An amazing new touch to a case 
that will go down in FBI files as 
one of the strangest in history 
came yesterday with the revela- 
tion that Redfield still has 270,000 
silver dollars cached in a secret 
basement room of his field stone 
residence. 

The 270,000 cartwheels, which 
weigh almost 10 tons, were dis- 
covered by FBI agents, acting 
upon coded instructions found in 
a note taken from Mrs. Michaud 
upon her arrest. 

The note, with a will and other 
personal papers, was among the 
currency, jewels and _ securities 
choked. into the  millionaire’s 
small bedroom safe when it was 
carted away Feb. 29. 

FBI men chiseled through 39 
inches of plaster, stone and con- 
crete to find the secret room, 
which also contained a vast quan- 
tity of postage stamps. 

Many of the silver dollars and 
stamps are believed to be collec- 
tors items worth considerably 
more than face value. 

The prosecution made a strong 
argument that if Redfield had 
consented to the theft, he cer- 
tainly would not have left the en wa 
coded instructions and the direc- : J 
tions to his hidden silver pile 
in the safe.

AND TAFT GAIN 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Gov. Fine Indicates He 
Will Not Disclose His 
Preference Before 


Caucus July 6. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 26 (AP) 
—Substantial gains for Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, and a 
hard core of support for Senator 
Robert A. Taft are evident in a 
new Associated Press poll of 
Pennsylvania’s delegation to the 
Republican national convention. 

Eisenhower, the poll showed, is 
preferred by 32 delegates in the 
70-vote group, a gain of 12 in 
two months. 

Taft, with a gain of five, now 
has the backing of 24 delegates, 
many of whom say firmly they 
will not vote for Eisenhower at 
the convention. They add they 
expect the bulk of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation to vote for Taft 
when the showdown comes. 

Only 14 Uncommitted. 

The number of delegates un- 
decided or not willing to express 
a preference at this point—10 
days in advance of the convention 
—has been shrinking steadily. 
The A.P. poll, which once listed 
32 delegates in this group, now 
shows only 14. 

Nevertheless the intervening 
weeks have not diminished the 
prospective influence of Gov. 
John S. Fine on the Pennsylvania 
delegation. Fine, delegation chair- 
man, generally has been credited 
with being in a position to advise 
or guide the votes of 32 dele- 
gates; the Governor himself has

Calling Them “Trade Winds.” 


NE of our readers asks why 

certain winds -in southern 

‘Waters are referred to as. 
“trade winds,” whether this had 
anything to do with the routes 
taken by the early trading ships 
in these waters. 


The naming of the “trade 
winds” had nothing to do with 
trading ships, of trade in apy 
other connection. The allusion 
here is “to trade” in its now 
obsolete sense of a track or trail.

From 
this it acquired the meaning of 
a course or route, a path—first 
the path trodden by a person, 
then the route followed by a ship. 
In the course of its history the 
word was spelled also “tread.”

HE only thing tha? figures to 
T stop many of America’s track 

stars in the forthcoming Olym- 
pic games at Helsinki is a Rus- 
sian-made stopwatch. There might 
be more than one of those on the 
premises, too, what with the Reds 
readying their swiftest comrades 
for the big international spectacle 
July 19-Aug. 3. 


Emil Bacigal,:‘a Czech distance 
runner, who recently was allowed 
to leave that tountry to compete 
in a race in France and refused 
to return home, claims that So- 
viet-controlled athletes are being 
trained in veritable sports concen- 
tration camps in preparation for 
the Olympic games. Success in 
the games, he said, is important 
to Russia and its satellites, for 
they regard sports as a major 
propaganda weapon. 

But even with Stalin himself 
chasing them, the Red runners 
would have to go some to lick 
some of Uncle Sam’s speedsters. 
Basically, United States domi- 
nance of track and field—we 
piled up nearly one-third of our 
Olympics-winning 662 points in 
those events in 1948—will depend, 
as at London four years ago, on 
our boys’ performances in the 
short and middle distances, the 
field events, the relays and the 
hurdles. 

Our girls didn’t do so well in 
track and field, and in the pres- 
ence of Amazons from practi- 
cally everyplace but the Amazon 
they are not expected to break 
any records this time, either. So- 
viet women might have better 
luck. Bacigal reports that they 
are strong in the shot put, javelin 
and discus events. 

In the distance events, the 
United States figures to be shut 
out. But in their 16 track and 
field specialties, United States 
stars captured 11 firsts and scored 
heavily in the other five last time 
out. Now, for this year: 


We start with Jim Golliday, 
Northwestern University sopho- 
more, who already has done 100 
meters in 10.3 seconds, the Olym- 
pic record. Besides him, there 
are Art Bragg of Morgan State, 
Andy Stanfield of Seton Hall, Jim 
Ford of Drake, Buddy Fowlkes of 
Georgia Tech and Buddy Goode 
of Southern Methodist—all ex- 
pected to compete in the Olympic 
trials at Los Angeles tomorrow 
and Saturday. , 


Ollie Matson of San. Francisco 
football fame is among the con- 
tenders in the 400-meter depart- 
ment. Mal Whitfield, the United 
States Air Force sergeant who 
won the Olympic 800-meter title 
in record time in 1948 and fin- 
ished third in the 400-meter run, 
may try again in both. 


After the sprints and relays, 
the United States gets even bet- 
ter. In the hurdles, Dick At- 
tlesey — formerly of Southern 
California, now of the United 
States Navy—is merely’ the 
world’s best. John (Pappa) Hall 
of the University of Florida and 
Charlie Holding of East Texas 
State have both done 6 foot 9 
in the high jump. George 
Brown of U.C.L.A, afid Meredith 
Gourdine of Cornell have hit 
close to 26 feet in the broad 
jump, and in the pole vault Bob 
Richards and Don Laz—teacher

Your Food Problems 
Spinach Holds Its. Place 


By Edith M. Barber 


OOD fads come and go. But if 
the food is appetizing as well 
as nutritious, interest that was 
aroused in it by exaggerated pro- 
motion continues. Some of us can 
remember when spinach was con- 
sidered almost a cure-all. 
Children, and incidentally, the 
Test. of the family, were over- 
‘Btuffed until it was discovered 
‘that many other green and yellow 
vegetables supplied the same 
and vitamins. Then 
some one found that not all of 
the. iron for whieh spinach had 
been famous was completely uti- 
lized by the body. This fact was 
seized upon joyously, Eventually, 
however, spinach came back into 
its proper, normal place. It is ap- 
Preciated for its contribution to 
nutrition and, perhaps more 
for its. flavor.. Last 
year more than 10,000,000 bushels 
came to market from the truck 
gardens. Many more bushels were | 
canned and frozen. 
While leaf spinach 
largely used, although it needs ' 
‘thorough and careful washing to, 
‘remove the sand, the clean pre- 
packaged vegetable— both fresh 
and frozen—is particularly popu- | 
lar because it is all ready for 
cooking. The fresh spinach needs | 
but the water which clings to its

leaves after it has been -washed. 
The frozen product should be 
dropped into a small amount of 
boiling salted water. If it is to 
be served with butter, perhaps 
flavored with lemon juice or vin- 
egar, the cooked vegetable should 
be drained before dressing. If it 
is to be chopped and mixed with 
a cream sauce, the liquid should 
a used with the milk in making 

a sauce. A touch of nutmeg, be- 
sides salt and pepper, adds an in- 
teresting flavor. 

A vinaigrette sauce, which is 
really a hot French dressing, is 
often chosen. Vinegar by itself 
with crumbled crisp bacon, or 
sliced hard-cooked eggs are also 
good suggestions. 

Creamed Spinach. 

Drain cooked spinach and chop, 
unless frozen chopped spinach 
has been used. To the hot spin- 
ach, add 2 tablespoons butter or 


| margarine, and when melted stir 
ts stint | 1 2 tablespoons flour.

cup milk, if needed. Season with 
salt, pepper. and nutmeg. 
Spinach With Bacon. 

Drain cooked spinach and 
chop, if necessary. Fry 2 strips 
‘bacon and break into small 
pieces. Add the drained spinach, 
vinegar and.lemon juice to taste.
